any assessment, subscription or contributiontor any political purpose whatever from any
person receiving a salary from the I'nlted
State Treasury?'

The lew further provides that " no person
hall in any room or building occupied In dis-

charge of official duties by any officer or em-
ployee of the United State naentloned In thl
aot, or In any navy yard, fort or arsenal, so-
licit In nny manner whatever or recalvo anr
contribution ot money or any other thing of
value for any political 'purpose whatever."
The penalty for violating the foregoing pro-
visions is a fins not exceeding $.i kk or Im-
prisonment for not mora than three years.

One nf the member of the Connecticut state
Central Committee la Henry Goddard. Co-
llector of Cuatoms at Hrldgeport. While It la
not charged that Mr. Goddard ent out the cir-
cular, hie connection with the committee
makee him amenable to the law. and Commis-
sioner ltoosevelt Is quoted this morning aa
saying that the Commission had a clear ease
agalnat Mr. Goddard.
